' DAVIS. Calif. — Free sunshine is 
heating water for thousands of Cali- 
fornia homes. Skeptics to the con- 
trary, the system works nt night as 
well as in the daytime. 


Those who depend on sunshine ex- 


clusively for healing water get along 
comfortably as long ns nine months a 
year without spending a cent, although 
n succession of cool, cloudy days oc- 
cassionally may cause postponement 
of wash day or of one's hot bath. 


Many householders, who want a 


steaming stream from the faucet at 
all times, have gas or electric heaters 
or furnace coils working in conjunc- 
tion with sunshine. On sunny days the 
sun docs the work, and on cloudy 
ones artificial heat take its place. 


Research Done On H 


An exhaustive study of solar heat- 


ing systems has been made by F. A. 
Brooks, associate agricultural engineer 
at the University of California experi- 
ment station here. 


Tracing the soliir heater back to the 


days when a farmer merely lushed an 
iron tank on his roof, Professor Brooks 
has analyzed various methods of get- 
ting the most heat out of the sun's 
rays.- As the most practical heater, he 
selects a sigzag arrangement of iron 


lpe_enclqscd in a flat, insulated box 
th a glass cover «nd placed.'on- a 


slanting roof. This is called an "ab- 
sorber." 


• By a process known as thermosi- 
phoning, the heated water flows from 
the exposed pipes to a storage tank 
which ordinarily is placed in the attic. 
Cold water replaces it and is in turn 
heated and stored, so it supplies hot 
water through the night until the 
sun gets to work the next day. 


Automatic System Devised 


A development by Uie California 


engineer is a uindom aolar electric 
heater which is entirely automatic, 
the electricity going on whenever the 
sun's rays are too weak to maintain 
the hot water supply. 


"With such a combination," he says, 


"the housewife will never be bothered 
by lukewarm wuter, yet will save 
heating expense when the sun shines." 


Any handyman can build his own 


solar heater, or one may be purchas- 
ed ready-made. 
Professor Brooks 


warns, however, that beyond sending 
a booklet! of instructions he cannot 
enter, into correspondence with build- 
ers regarding their problems. 


One solar heater is at the $2,000,000

fis indicated by the sign, and strike another automobile, which caused 
him to suffer damage in the sum of Five Hundred and Sixty-five 
($565.00) Dollars; mid, 


WHEREAS, said injury was the direct and proximate result of 


iicgliRence of an employee of the Highway Department, the accident 
is declared to be the direct result of the negligence of the Arkansas 
State Highway Department. 


NOW, THEREFORE, 


EE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE 


OF ARKANSAS: 


SECTION I. That the State of Arkansas acknowledges liability 


for damages in the sum of Five Hundred and Sity-five ($565.00) Dol- 
lars due N. P. O'Neal by reason of the above set of facts. That there is 
hereby appropriated out of the General Fund the sum of Five Hundred 
and Sixty-five ($565.00) Dollars which is to be paid to N. P. O'Neal as 
compensation for the damages as set forth in the first part of this Act; 
and the Auditor of this Stale is hereby directed to issue a warrant for 
Five Hundred and Sixty-five ($565.00) Dollars to N. P. O'Neal, payable 
out of the General Fund; and the Treasurer is hereby directed to pay 
the same. 


SECTION 2. Upon presentation of the claim for the sum appro- 


priated in this Act, the Auditor of Stale shall Issue his warrant for 
same and deliver said warrant to the said N. P. O'Neal.

SECTION 3. As a result of the injuries mentioned in,this Act, 


said N. P. O'Neal has been placed in financial distress and such distress 
will continue until amends arc made and he is compensated therefor. 
An emergency is, therefore, declared to exist and this Act being neces- 
sary for the public peace, health and safety it shall take effect and be 
in force from and after its passage.

August, 1!)35, was this: 


Mr. O'Neal straightened out a curve., 
The pretense that an O'Neal motor accident has any- 


thing to do with this claim for $565 of the taxpayers' 
money is absurd—for with his own long list of accidents 
Mr. O'Neal is in no position to charge the state govern- 
ment with negligent, and is certainly not going to collect 
through the legislature on something for which a private 
citizen is forbidden to sue the state. 


That motor accident isn't a claim.

<• eases. In meningitis, it is from two to 


four days; in erysipelas, from one-half 
to three days; in measles, from 10, days 
to two weeks; in Geramn measles, from 
five ot 21 days: in scarlet fever, from 
several hours to a week; in smallpox, 


' from 10 days to two weeks; in typhoid 
,. fever, from six to 25 days, and, in 


.ehickenpwc, from'four to 16 days.

"because they can' be seen under the 


setn to multiply so rapidly that a mass 
of them will appear in the tube where, 
the day before, nothing was visible. 


When germs are injected into ani- 


mals, they cause changes in the tissue 
and are found to be widespread 
throughout the animal's body, whereas 
only a small number had been placed 
under the creature's skin or into its 
blood vessel with the first injection. 


Changes that take place are specific 


for each kind of germ. Typhoid germs 
are found in the intestines and cause 
ulcers there. 


In meningitis, the germs get into the 


coverings of the spinal cord and brain. 
When the spinal fluid is examinee!, 
germs can be found in it. 


The germ can be grown artificially 


outside of the human body. If it is 
injected into an animal, it will produce 
symptoms like those in a human being, 
proving definitely that the germ is re- 
lated to that disease. 


Even when the germ cannot be seen 


under the most powerful microscope. 
•we'someitmes know that it, ,or a sub- 
stance capable1 of producing the dis- 
ease, is present, because an injection 
of the blood, or a transmission of some 
infected material from a person hav- 
ing a disease into the tissue of an ani- 
mal will/reptoduce the condition. 


Such invisible substances, many of 


them so small that they will pass 
through even the smallest of clay filt- 
ers, are .known as filtrable viruses. It

for Special Uses 


Could Double Alcohol Out- 


put If Gasoline Short- 


age Should Appear

CHICAGO—Unexpected yields of 


corn from hydrid seed under 1936's 
adverse conditions have caused the 
demand for such seed to exceed the 
supply. Commercial producers here I 
report that fanners are clamoring for 
suitable hydrlds to plant this spring. 


Lust year many mid-western fields 


planted with hydrid seed, produced 
from 
controlled-polllnatod 
stock, 


yielded 50 or more bushels to the acre 
while nearby fields seeded with open- 
pollinated 
varieties were a nearly 


complete loss. 


Just as better livestock has been 


produced by intelligent breeding corn 
is being developed now in the search 
for "perfect seed." 


Haw It Is Done 


The first step in producing a hy- 


brid is to control the breeding of the 
corn plant, which hns both mnle and 
female characteristics. This is known 
as inbreeding. This process of self- 
pollination is accomplished by placing 
n paper bag over a former car, before 
the silks appear, to prevent wind- 
blown pollen from reaching it. The 
tassel of the same plant it covered 
with another bag into which the pol- 
len falls. When the silks appear, the 
bag over the ear is removed and the 
bag containing the pollen is placed 
over the car, 


This inbreeding, using com pro- 


duced the previous year as seed, may 
be carried on «ip to seven years in the 
process of developing a pure strain. 
It is painstaking labor and frequently 
inbrceds showing poor traits are dis- 
carded after a few years. 


The purpose is to bring out good 


characteristics, strong roots, good ears, 
sturdy stalks, good foliage, disease 
resistance, uniform maturity, drouth 
and cold resistance, tolerance to in- 
jury by bugs and insects and capacity 
to utilize soil minerals and moisture 
efficiently. After years of inbreeding 
ears sometimes become small, almost 
like nvibbins, but inherent qualities re- 
main. 


A hybrid is produced by crossing 


two or more unrelated inbred strains, 
which have developed certain out- 
standing individual characteristics. On 
large scale operations, hybrid seed 
is produced by planting the pure in- 
bred strains in rows of varying num- 
ber, one row oj one strain to two, 
three, or four riws of another. Tassels 
are removed from rows determined as 
the female parents before any pollen 
is shed. Rows where tassels are per- 
mitted to grow become the male par- 
ents and pollinize the other rows. 
Such fields are isolated from other 
corn to prevent windblown 
pollen

business besides an occasional drink' 
of store whisky. 


The clay of "rugged individualism" ' 


in these .sports is drawing to a close, • 
and the man who produces the game* 
crop is being urged to accept a place1 
in the new scheme of things which willl 
bring him more than broken fence* 
and headaches. 


Among signs of the times let it be 


noted that soon after the departments 
of agriculture issued its farm games', 
management bulletin, the More Ganw-' 
Birds foundation suggested that hunt*-' 
ers subsidize farmers to raise game andf 
that nimrods pay for hunting privileges, 
and game killed. 
, 


Game experts have pointed out 


the sooner sportsmen work with 
ers to increase wildlife, the more 
tain is the future of better days afie!3« 


"The solution of the problem of wil<jfc 


life conservation and restoration lies in, 
the hands of the farmer," says Edwin 
B. Steen, instructor in game and fish 
at Purdue university. 


The experts say that in states where 


both parties get together on a sensible- 
and not too expensive program to pro- 
tect the farmer from trespassers and 
at the same time to increase the game 
supply, the result i.s improved shoot- 
ing and a better understanding all 
around. 


"Open game country and free pub- 


lic shooting grounds are almost things 
of the past in many states," says the 
Agriculture Bulletin, "and it is be- 
yond the realm of present possibilities 
for slate game commissions to purchase 
and maintain public shooting grounds 
sufficient ot supply the demands of all 
sportsmen. 


"Therefore, if sportsmen are to hunt 


small game'in the future, it must be 
produced by farmers and other land- 
owners, and the sportsmen will have , 
to be reconciled to the fact that if 
game i.s to be produced for their recre- 
ation, the farmer who produces that 
game is entitled to a just remuneration 
for the product, for the use of the land 
and for his services." 


Dwindling of natural resources and 


a continuous increase in the number 
of men and women who hunt and fish 
for recreation have redoubled conser- 
vation efforts and brought about the 
situation in which the farmer has so 
vital a part.

repeat leaders In the Alabama legis- 
lature drove a state-store liquor con- 
ttwt system bill through to passage 
Tuesday over the veto of Gov. Bibb 
Graves, automatically enacting it into 
law. 


The action left Kansas the only 


"bone dry" state in the nation. Ten- 
nessec, Mississippi, Georgia and Okla- 
homa ban hard liquor but permit the 
sale of beer. The law will bring legal 
whisky to Alabama about April 1 in 
alt counties that vote for repeal in a 
special election March 10 regardless of 
the statewide result. 


Counties voting against repeal will 


remain under the stringent prohibi- 
tion laws enacted by a dry legislature 
in 1915 that banned everything except 
near beer. 


Alabama's election system provides 


for official tabulation of the state- 
wide vote 15 days after the election 
and the new repeal law will become 
effective in wet counties upon the 
proclaimation 
of 
Governor Graves 


announcing the vote. Since a day or 
two Will be needed to set up the state ! 
stores in wet counties, legal whisky 
actually will begin to flow around 
April 1.

Are Transferred 


Medical Science Finally 
Successful, But Only on 


Rats as Yet

CinCAGO, Ill.-A white rat with 


n fifth leg growing out between its 
cnrs runs across the table and Justin 
V. Schwlnd. 24, Loyola University 
medical student, smiles—the operation 
is ii success. 


Sohwind picks up another rat, points 


to an extra leg growing out of its back 
and says, "Watch it move." It moves 
whenever he squeezes one of the rat's 
him! feet. 


Schwind is transplanting legs from 


one rat to another in such a way that 
the Ixincs, muscles, nerves and blood 
channels grow together and work. 


Medical records show that legs have 


been transplanted in salamanders and 
dogs hut never before, says this youth 
from Pcrrysburg, Ohio, have scientists 
been able to regenerate nerve and 
muscle activity. 


He hopes that some day missing or 


diseased 
legs, arms, lungs, livers, 


stomncKs or other parti of the body 
may be replaced with healthy mem- 
bers. 


First ho binds the donor and recip- 


| ient together. Then he severs half of 


the leg to be transplanted, unites ex- 
pnsed muscles, nerves and skin to 
where he wants them to grow and 
lets hi.s work ment. After several days, 
whcii the mending is complete, ho cuts 
off the leg entirely and tics in the 
circulatory 
connections and

muscles and nerves.
